last August.

text of the declaration. 


It called on the nation to unite 


behind party decisions in No- 
vember 
and December that

"normalize" relations with the 
Kremlin.

It appeared when President Nguyen 


Van Thieu appointed his Vice President, 
Nguyen Cao Ky, as chief representative of 
the South Vietnamese Government at the 
Paris talks that their long reported struggle 
for power might have been over. President 
Thieu had systematically been removing 
from positions of power the close friends of 
Vice President Ky ever since the national 
elections more than a year ago. Now it 
seemed that he had established bis authori- 
ty and that the second in command bad 
accepted it enough to be trusted in Paris. 


But the latest reports indicate other- 


wise. 


Vice President Ky has returned to 


Saigon and told reporters that he doesn't 
know when or if he will go back to Paris. 
There seemed to be hints that the vice 
president was going to confer with Presi- 
dent Thieu over a new look at his adamant 
refusal to deal with the National Liberation 
Front. 


However, the government of South 


Vietnam has now fired at least 14 and 
perhaps as many as 30 of, the 40 man staff 
which Vice President Ky took to Paris with 
him. The official reason given is that the 
underlings had not asked for and received 
official governmental permission to leave 
the country as required by South Viet- 
namese law. The orders for the Paris 
assignments were signed by the chief of the 
vice president's cabinet. The Minister of 
Information says that it should have been 
signed by the Prime Minister as head of the 
Civil Service. Technically this may be 
correct. And it also may be that Vice 
President Ky was merely trying to flaunt 
authority since the people assigned to Paris 
and now relieved of their duties are in 
general not negotiators or delegates of any 
great importance. 


But it appears that the personal ambi-

Hokkaido, Japan's northern- 
most island. The Russians say 
the two large islands, impor- 
tant for their fishing, are part 
of the Kuriles; Japan says no. 
Tokyo is pressing the claim 
diplomatically and it's a hot 
issue in Japanese politics.
